Help *3 
however taken from Laws anid regulation's in fore*’ irt BritUb In'dia (Vide 
Appendix II) 

Berorms have now and then been suggcitcd in the laws to- regulate the 
working of the State Court*. The chief event deserving of special notice, in 
the year under report was the intoduction of the Law of Stamp which aim* at 
the removal' of many and diverse complaint*. 

Military Porce 

(15.) The total »trength of the State Force* and the co*t incurred on 
its behalf as also the detail* of dismissals and new recruitment* made during 
the year are given in Appendix III» 
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Towards the close of the year the tot il No. of mn m the army w'ab 
1771 as in the previous year. The expenditure on the maniten.ance of 
military force in the State rose to iU ],9.%4G8/- against Ife- ],G8,26’0 fl2f. 
of the preceding year due to the incraise it. salaries to the amount of 
2,300/- per mensem. 


The Husaini Battalion is armed with 77i'r Muzzle loading guns and 12 
bayonets while the rest of the forces are partly armed with antique match 
locks and partly with muzzle loading guns but by constant use they have- 
all been rendered quite unserviceable. 

The State forces are mainly employed on watch and ward duties at the 
Head quarters as well as in the outlying Parganas. 

Pensioned Subednrs Nnr ICban and Benrat Singh' continued to instmct 
drill to the State forces as in last year. 

Sahibzada Muhammad Abdul Mnn-im Khan has bean pnshfng forward 
to intrudune refonns as to the discipline and efficiency of the State forces ami 
much IS expected o£ this young and energetic officer in future.

The Police force at the headquarters regtrfarly undergoes training under the 
pensioned Subedar Noor Ehan of the 42nd Deoli Regiment. The force i^ 
properly uniformed and is armed mth sword's atud old country made guns. 
Pifty Snider rifles received from the Government of India during the pistyearS' 
are still in possession of the Police force. 

The ratio of the Regular Police- to> the total population o! the State 
stands at 1: 516 soulsand that to the ariei of the Steteatl; 2-7 square males-. 

It. is gratifying to note- that the Superintendent of Police has been 
successful in making, an agreement avith the Kotah Police in regard to the 
arrest and reciprocal surrender of the vagarent K-injars found on the borders- 
of the Chbabra Pargana and the Kotab State who were a constant source? 
of trouble to either State and it is hoped! that this will go- a great wa-y 
towai-ds minimising the longstanding complaints, of border crime and 
la-vvlessness. 

The strict supervision exercised by the Superintendent of Police resulted in 
apprecLaMy raLring the morality of the force and there was consequently a, 
satisfactory increase in the number of rewanfe. earned by the me-mhers of th-e 
force both in money and by promotion.

•against 3,350 showing a decrease of 207 of tlio last year, while the number 
of persons remaining under trial at the end of the year under review was J .,4 
compared with 153 of the previous year: The mere.se is due to some petty 
cases having heing left undisposed at the end of the year. Apparently

This increaie seems due to the interest taken 
by the officials concerned in the discharge of their duties as also the 
appreciation of the benifits of the Law of R .gistr.ition by the public. 

Appendix XV shows that the Registration fee realised during the year 
under report amounted to Re- 774/. against Re- 159/. showing an increase of 
Rm- 315/. of the previous year.

Member continued in charge of the Jail administration throughout the year. 

The general health and physique of prisoners was good and die low number 
of deaths among the increased population of prisoners as compared with the 
figures of the past years testify to the good work of the Superintendent 
of Jails. There were two deaths in all, one in. the 'Suddar Jail at Tonk and 
the other in Pirawa jail during the year against 9 of the last year. Of these 
hte former was due to remittant fever and the other to Malaria.

I In tlie four outlying Pargimas of Sironj, Pirawa, Chhabra and Nimba— 
hera the work to be done comprised the whole range ot ordinary Settlement 
work, attestation’ of records (including case work) soil clarsification, inspection, 
tartib, and .assessment. In Aligarh the attestation and much of the case work' 
had been completed last year and the rest of the work had been postponed for 
the present year. In Tonk all the records and statistics had been compiled in 
the previous year and only the completion of attestation files and the asse.ssment 
of the Pargana remained to be done in the year under report.

Attestation Procedure. 


The Patwaris having prepared the Khasra of each of the villages of 
their circles, the Attesting Munsarims verified each entry on the spot, checked 
the map correction and prepared the Parcha Khataunis and other statistic.'". 
They compared the riayati and muafi areas with the previous settlement records 
and filled in the statements of riayatdars and muafidars. The Attesting Officer 
then attested the parcha khatauni slips after explaining the entries to each tenant, 
decided all disputes of possession, rights, and rentals, and also relinquishment 
applications and enquired into the mutation, riayati and muafi cases. 

Case Work. 

A great number of riayati and muafi cases were pending for enquiry in 
the Revenue Department since the Revision Settlement and many new cases 
were instituted during the course of attestation. The total number of such 
cases and their disposal by the attestation officers in the four outlying Parganas

Procedure of S oil classification work 

The soils of each Pargana were determined after exam! nation on the spot 

by the Settlement Officer accompanied by the Iiispecling Officers. Special 

mnnsniims were trained for coil elassiiioation and worked under the 

direct supervision of the Inspecting Officers, who went through each village, 

checked the soils shown by tl.e munsrrims until satisfied of the correctness 

of the classification and then wrote the village inspection note in their 
respective charges.

After the village record, had been attested, and the soils classed, 
recor s were sent to Sadar Office for compilation of the statistics regnired 
assessment purposes. At the request of the Hevenue Department it v 
anange t at ird of the Patwaris should remain in each Pargana to prepare t 
papers required by the. h„.s for eoliection purposes and routine revle wor 
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•TLe rest of tLe potwtris were brought to Tonk. These and the office staff finished 
the tartib work of .1014 out of 1062 villages by the close of the j’^ear. The checking 
staff remained much below strength as competent hands with past experience 
^could not be readily found. The Settlement work going on in several British 
Districts and elsewhere attracts men of this stamp and they do not appear to 
be very eager to come to Rajputana. This difficulty interrupted the cheeking 
work by the close of the year records and statistics of only 466 out of 1014 
villages were checked and assessment statistics for 439 villages only were 
prepared. The cholera epidemic which lasted for about two months also cheeked 
progress considerably but very fortunately the office had been previously 
niioved to some distance out '-side the town and the Darbar too took the 
promptest measures to stop the patwaris who tried to run away. One copy of 
the attested traces was made for all the 1062 villages and issued to patwaris 
for use in writing the khasras of 1321 Fasli. The Sadar and Nizamat copies of 
traces are now being made out. 

Assessment work. 

The rent rate reports for the Sadar and Bagri Tahsil of the Tonk 
Pargana were prepared in the early part of the year and were accepted by the ' 
Darbar subject to slight modifications. The village rates were then applied 
arid the new rents have been calculated and Pattas prepared for all cash rented 
khalsa villages.The Assessment statistics for Aligarh, Chhabra and Nimbahera 
•Parganas were finished and the circle rates have since been determined. The 
rent rate reports prepared in brief are now before the Darbar. 

Disposal of Biayati and Muafi cases. 

The Attesting Officers were empowered to enquire into and report on 
all riayati and muafi claims. They were then to send their reports to the 
Inspecting Officers, whose duty it is to examine the files, see that they are 
complete and in order and submit them with their recommendations to the 
Settlement Officer. The progress of this work is as follows

July to train Patwari 
candidates. ‘Jo attended. Classes will have to be opened later in the out- 

lying Parg,anns as candidates will not come from such long distances to attend 
classes in Tonk. 

New Patwjiri Rules. 

Attention lias leen drawn elsewliei-e to the state of Patwari records , 
winch were found to le confuse, unreliable and defective. The causes were 
douUedly ,i b.idly paid staff and alack of definiteness in the rules both for 
tile preparation and supervision of the records. To remedy the former a scheme 
lias been proposed for improving the prospects of Patwaris and attracting a 
better class of man. It is now Icing consldeied ly the Puilar. To meet 
the want of more definite rules a new Manual of Patwari Rules has been 
drai™ up on the model of the rules followed in the United Provinces and in 
several of the more advanced Native States in Ri.jputana and Central India 
In Tonk Pargana, the Patwari records of the year under report were prepared 
ncccrdlng to the new rules and it appears that the Patwaris undershtnd' them^ 
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bettsr than those they have been working with for more than a deeade. 

"Rules prescribing the duties of Girdawar Kanungos have also been framed 
and will be brought into operation next year. 

Touring. 

The Settlement Offiicer made a tour of all the 5 outlying Parganas of 
ihe State and, omitting Jagir and Munzabta villages, inspected 79 per cent of 
the Xhalsa villages in Aligarh, 38 per cent in Chhabra, 49 per cent in Piraw^ and 

47 per cent in Nimbahera. Sironj was not completely inspected, the Western 

( 

Tahsil remaining . over till this year. The greatest credit it due to the Inspect- 
ing' Officer for the willing energy with which they carried out in the face of 
many difficulties the work of their charges. 

Expenditure. . ; . . 

The total expenditure of the year on Settlement amounts to Rs.l, 1 1,375/- 
against the budget allotment of Rs.l,74,000/-.The difference of Rs.62,625/- includes 
a sum of Rs- 11,21 7/- which had been set apart to make payments of bills 
which had been received but for "which the cheques had not been cashed by 
the close of the year.
